t Creates a Sensation in Political 
Circles-Its Meaning. 


NBW YOBK, Aug. 29th.—To those who 
re on the inside of Democratic politics 
n this city, Hendrioks' letter to a Du- 
uqae Democrat is full oi significance, 


•when read between the lines. To begin 
with, the question is asked : Why, if he 
were entirely loyal to Cleveland, should 
he write any letter at all to a prominent 
)emocrat, whom he must hare known 
was hostile to Cleveland, and, therefore, 
iable to use any advantage against 
him ? Or, if he felt it due to courtesy 
o answer a coirespondent whose very 
etter must have implied the belief tha' 
Hendricks wns willing to bo untrue to 
he head of tho ticket, why should he 
handle the matter so openly and care- 
esaly ? 
Why' should he not have 


written guardedly, so that i£ his letter 
should fall before the public it would 
not be a complete document within 
tself, without reference to the letter to 
which it was a reply ? 
Cleveland's 


riends are far from pleused at Hen-' 
driok'a course in this matter, and the 
belief is intimated that the tail of the 
,ioket wrote this letter for a purpose, 
and knowing that it would be published. 
They point to the fact that it makes a 
very mild defense of Cleveland, ad- 
mitting the truth of the very charges 
which have led to the talk of getting 
Cleveland off the track, brings out the 
fact that this question is being agitated 
n the Democratic ranks, and that there 
is a belief among the members of that 
party that unless Cleveland is with- 
drawn the defeat of the ticket in the 
November election is sure to follow. 
While Hendrioks' letter recognizes these 
as existing facts, he mildly deprecates 
the bringing of the scandal into the 
canvass, gently espressos the opinion 
that the action of the convention must 
stand, and roars as gently as a sucking 
dove his belief that the Democratic 
party has a chance to win. 


It was given out when Hendrioks 


went East that it was for the purpose of 
winning over John Kelly and Tammany 
to the support of the ticket. He has 
returned to Indiana, and Tammany is, 
if anything, more outspoken than ever. 
Cleveland's friends now say that, hav- 
ing proved faithless to Joe McDonald in 
the Chicago Convention, Hendricks has 
proved equally traitorous to Cleveland, 
and that his comnmnings with the Tam- 
many chieftain were with a view to se- 
curing Cleveland's retirement and his 
own elevation to the first place on the 
ticket. 
A lively row in the Democratic 


ranks is very probable. This letter of 
Hendricku', it is charged by promihent 
Democrats here, reflects his friend John 
Kelly's scheme of having Cleveland's 
name withdrawn from the ticket, and 
the substitution of some clean Democrat 
who would not only unite all the Demo- 
cratic factions in New York State, but 
would secure the united support of the 
independent element 01 the East. 


Kelly, while apparently sulking in his 


tent since the convention, has been one 
of the moat active workers in the Demo- 
cratic camp, and the stakes played for, 
as indicated above, must be secured or 
he will not support the ticket. The 
knowing ones from the Pacific Coast 
Democratic Delegation laborea zealously 
for Thurman, and many of Kelly's fol- 
lowers now believe that with him at the 
head of the ticket, New York State.Ohio 
Indiana and the Pacific Coast would be 
secured for the Democracy. It is also 
s.ud that the reconvening of the Demo- 
cratic ^Convention would not be neces- 
sary to cnrry out Kelly's plan of remod- 
eling the Democratic ticket, as the 
claims of both Thurmau and Hendrioks 
wore favorably passed on in the conven- 
tion by the Democrats of the country, 
either would have received the vote of 
th« convention had it not been for the 
misrepiesentatiou of the New York 
D«mooiats, with George William Curtis 
and Sohurz in the background. The 
two latter worked zealously for Cleve- 
land's 
nomination, backed by the 


New York Independent, which has 
since acknowledged its fatal mistake 
and now renounces Cleveland in words 
that cannot be misunderstood. 


NEW YOBK, August 28.—Referring to 


the letter of Hendricks in defense of 
Cleveland, published yesterday, the 
Herald says, under the head of " Worse 
than a Scandal : " Some ingenious per- 
son out West, presumably a Republican, 
attributes to Hendrioks a letter on the 
subject of the Cleveland story, which 
probably Hendricka never saw. Hen- 
drioks, who has been reputed to be a 
man of good sense hitherto, should 
h ave the benefit of a doubt on the oc- 
casion. If the missive is genuine and 
was intended for publication, it is the 
worst blunder of the year, and shows 
that a candidate for a high office may 
be guilty of worse things than those 
that lead to scnndal. 


The Commercial Advertiser this even- 


ing says : The Herald called in ques- 
tion to-day the genuineness of the re- 
markable letter imputed to Hendricks.

The Natiouu 


Government is supreme within tho sphere o 
its national duty, but tho States have reserve 
rights which shonld be faithtully maintained 


We have always recommended the bestniune; 
known to the civih/ed world, and we urge tha 
efforts should be made to unite all the cum 
mercial nations in the establishment oi an in 
ternational standard, which shall tix for al 
the relative value of gold and silver t oinage. 


Tho regulatious oi commerce with foreign 


nations and between the States is one oi th 
most important prerogatives ot tho genera 
Government, and the .Republican party dis 
tinetly announces its purpose to support sitel 
legislation as will fully and efficiently carry 
out the constitutional power ot Cougiess ove 
interstate commerce. 


The principle of tho public regulation o. 


railroad corporations is a wise and salutarj 
one for the protection ot all classes ot the peo 
pie, and we iavor legislation that bhall preveu 
unjust discrimination and excessive charge 
for transportation, and that shall secure to the 
people and the railways alike iho lair am 
equal protection of the laws. 


We favor the establishment of a nationa 


bureau of labor, the oulorcomeut of the eight- 
hour law, and a wise aud judicious system o. 
general education by adequate apprupriatious 
irom tho national revenue where the same 
needed. 


We believe that everywhere the piotectiou 


accorded to citizens of Auieiican birtU must be 
secured to citizens by American adoption, and 
we iavor the settlement of national dill reiic.es 
by international arbitration.
